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Press reports success 
as Butros ends talks 


BEIRUT, July 16 (R). — Leba- 
nese Foreign Minister Fuad Bu- 
tros today returned to Beirut 
from Damascus amid s t press 
reports that agreement had 
been readied on how to resto- 
re peace to the troubled south. 

Mr. Butros drove straight to 
toe presidential p*r*pp near 
here, where he briefed Presi- 
dent Elias Sarids on the out- 
come of his talks with Syrian 
President Hafez Assad and Fo- 
reign Minister -'Abdul Halim 
Khaddam and conveyed a ver- 
bal reply to a similar message 
from President Sarkis to Pre- 
sident Assad. 

Meanwhile, rightwing Pfaa- 
langist leader Pierre Gemayel 
left Beirut today for a tour of 
Morocco and Tunisia to 
the Lebanese situation with of- 
ficials there. 

The Lebanese independent 
newspaper A1 Bayraq reported 
that Mr. Khaddam and his Le- 
banese' counterpart had readi- 
ed agreement on ways to han- 
dle the situation in the south. 

The paper said the five-point 
formula provided for stopping 
the fighting in the south, with- 
drawal of armed men and the 
pulling back of Palestinians 
from all southern villages un- 
der the Cairo agreement It 
also provided for the despatch 
of a Lebanese mobile military 
force to the south and an inter- 
nal security force to the Tyre 
region and "restoring the Le- 
banese state's authority over 
the whole south," the paper 
said. 


A1 Bayraq reported that du- 
ring his talks with Mr. Butros, 
the Syrian foreign minister ra- 
ised two main points which be 
said had been discussed with 
Palestinian leaders, including 
Abu lyad, in Dam ascus recen- 
tly. 

It listed these as withdrawal 
of Palestinians from southern 
villages under a short-term ti- 
metable coming into force on 
Monday, and giving Syria a 
free hand to strike at “viola- 
tors”. 

Both A1 Bayraq and other 
papers, reporting on their deli- 
berations, said Mr. Khaddam 
affirmed Syria was against the 
deployment of U.N. forces in 
the south, as suggested fay so- 
me Lebanese leaders. 

Replying to a question, the 
Syrian foreign ministAr said 
his country was not apprehen- 
sive of any renewed armed cla- 
shes in Lebanon. 

The pro-Syrian paper A] Sha- 
rq quoted Mr. Khaddam as say- 
ing “any move towards a resum- 
ption of the fighting will be de- 
alt with in the manner it des- 
erves by the deterrent (Arab 
peace-keeping) force.” 

An official spokesman in Da- 
mascus did not disclose the 
contents of the message deli- 
vered to Mr. Assad by Mr. Sar- 
kis, but said the talks viewed 
the Lebanese foreign minister's 
talks during a recent tour of 
Egypt, Saudi Arabia and Ku- 
wait 

The spokesman said there 
was agreement to remove all 
obstacles in the way of the pe- 
ace in Lebanon, and on the 
need for implementing avigtmg 
accords.

ROM^ July 16 (R). — Italy's 
Christian Democratic minority 
government, long considered 
me of the country’s weakest 
post-war administrations, has 
5°“fged »och strengthened 
from a six-party legislative 
pact passed by parliament last' 
night. 

The pact links the country’s 
powerful Co mmu nist Party wi- 
th the government for the fust 
time since 1947 and will pro- 
vide Prime Minister GiuJio An- 
dreotti with a broad parliame- 
ntary majority in ta ckling Ita- 
ly’s most pressing problems. 

It also boosted bis govern- 
ment's prestige abroad by giv- 
ing it the political stability la- 
cking since Signor Andreotti 
took office in August last year 
Without a parliamentary majo- 
rity. 

The Prime Minister wffl go 
to Paris next week for talks 
with President Valery Glscard 
LTEstaing and he meets Presi- 
dent Carter in Washington toe 
week after. 

Tlrom today, we feel stron- 
ger,” the prime minister told 
toe Chamber of Deputies Go- 
wer house) when summing up 
a four-day debate on the pact 
last night. 

The pact covers legislation - - 
yet to be worked out -- on 
combating a growing law and 
order crisis, for economic mea- 
sures to fight inflation and in* 


crease productivity, educatio- 
nal reforms and the transfer of 
some central power to regional 
governments. 

AU sides agreed that the pact 
was no more than a compro- 
mise and the Prime Minister 
made clear that it did not am- 
ount to a fusion of the parties 
but a “responsible response to 
our enormous problems.” 

He said that the government, 
with the support of the par- 
ties, had In the last few mon- 
ths prevented an economic a nd 
financial crisis and “set the Ita- 
lian people on an upward 
path.” 

For the communists, who 
made large gains after the ge- 
neral elections in June last 
year, the agreement constitutes 
another important step towards 
their long-term aim of sharing 
power with the Christian De- 
mocrats- 

The communist daily news- 
paper L Unite said today toe 
pact opened a new chapter in 
Italy’s political life by creating 
“a climate of harmony and 
cooperation,” among the par- 
ties. 

The pact also involves toe 
Socialist, Social Democrat, Re- 
publican and Liberal parties 
which, along with the Commu- 
nists, previously supported the 
Andreotti government by abs- 
taining on key votes in parlia- 
ment.

Mr. Begin arrived in New 
York yesterday and told wait- 
ing journalists the establishm- 


ent of a Palestinian state wo- 
uld be a mortal wound to IsraeL 

The newly-elected prime mi- 
nister said he hoped his mee- 
tings with President Carter 
would lead to negotiations bet- 
ween Israel and Arab nations, 
perhaps in October. 

He said he had brought de- 
tails of peace proposals appro- 
ved by his cabinet which he 
would present to President 
Carter. 

The president of the Ame- 
rican-Arab relations Commit- 
tee, Dr. M.T. Mehdi, said his 
group which claims 50,000 me- 
mbers, would protest against 
Mr. Begin's visit by demonst- 
rating in New York and in fr- 
ont of the White House In Was- 
hington. 

He told reporters Mr. Begin’s 
proposals ij resident Carter 
were doomed to failure if they 
did not include recognition of 
the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation. 


State department officials in 
Washington said Mr. Begin’s 
talks with President Carter sh- 
ould help determine the best 
way to proceed towards a re- 
convened Geneva Middle Ea- 
st peace conference later this 
year. 

The Carter administration 
has said the U.S. would press 
for a comprehensive settleme- 
nt and not a further interim 
agreement or step-by-step dip- 
lomacy. 

Mr. Begin will return to New 
York after meeting with Presid- 
ent Carter for talks with Uni- 
ted Nations Secretary General 
Kurt Waldheim. 


Iraq’s Bakr calls for 
rejection of compromise 


BAGHDAD, July 16 (R). — 
Iraqi President Ahmed Hass an 
Bakr said tonight that Arab 
rights would not be restored 
by a policy of compromise but 
by the adoption of a resolute 
struggle. 

President Bakr was address- 
ing the nation over the radio 
and television as part of Iraqi 
celebrations of the 1958 revo- 
lution which toppled the mon- 
archy and the 1963 movement 
which brought the Baath Party 
to power. 

He was quoted by the Iraq 
News Agency as saying: "res- 
ponsibility for the deteriora- 
tion in the Arab situation is 
borne by those who gave up 
the course of national str ugg le 
and national rights and chose 
the way of compromise, ba- 
rgaining and following imper- 
ialist plans.” 

The area was going round 
in a vicious circle, he said. 

"Our rights, which were for- 
cibly and treacherously plunde- 
red, will not be returned thro- 


ugh such abortive policies," 
President Bakr said. "They will 
be returned after a genuine and 
firm renunciation of the policy 
of compromise and concession, 
and after the adoption of a co- 
urse of solid struggle on gen- 
uine national bases.” 

Iraq has been the chief ba- 
cker of the Rejection Front of 
Palestinian commando organisa- 
tions opposed to a negotiated 
settlement of the Middle East 
crisis under the present bala- 
nce of power in the area. 

Referring to the situation in 
Lebanon, where fighting has 
continued in the south after 
ending in other parts of the 
country last November, Presid- 
ent Bakr said : “It adds to the 
deteriorating conditions a new 
complication involving many 
threats to the Arab nation.” 
He added: "Imperialist, lo- 
cal and well-known Arab quar- 
ters have joined in starting the 
blaze of sedition in that coun- 
try and striking at the Pales- 
tinian resistance there." 


Dutch efforts to 
form government 
still deadlocked 


THE HAGUE, July 16 (R). 
— Queen Juliana, facing 
one of toe most difficult po- 
litical decisions, of her 29- 
year reign, today sought a 
way out of the stalemate 
caused by the collapse of 
all efforts to form a new 
Dutch government 

Labour Party caretaker 
Prime Minister Joop den 
Uyl relinquished a mandate 
to form a government yes- 
terday. He had failed to 
agree with the Christian De- 
mocrats, second biggest par- 
liamentary party following 
a general election on May 
25, on a* scheme for sharing 
excess industrial profits 
among workers. 

With Mr. den Uyl's ef- 
forts to form a three-party 
centre-left coalition now in 
pieces, a centre-right part- 
nership of Christian Demo- 
crats and Liberals appears 
the obvious alternative. 

But Christian Democrat 
leader Andreas van Agt 
told the queen yesterday he 
did not want to be asked 
to form such a partnership 
until all hope of agreement 
with Labour was exhausted. 


CAIRO, July 16 (R). — Egypt’s 
armed forces are to be deve- 
loped by Saudi Arabia free of 
cost for five years, President 
Anwar Sadat said today. 

He made the announcement 
to a stormy meeting of the 
Arab Socialist Union -- watch- 
dog of Egypt’s three political 
parties -- during which he was 
heckled and accused of beine 
pro-western. 

TIw president also spoke for 
toe first time in terms of reco- 
gnunng Israel as "one of the 
middle east states." 

Correspondents here could 
not recall President Sadat 
using this form of words be- 
fore although he has frequent- 
ly expressed his readiness to 
recognise Israel’s existence un- 
der certain conditions. 

President Sadat, in a wide- 
ranging speech lasting more 
than three hours, defended his 
open-door policy to the west 
and Egypt’s close links with 
conservative Arab countries. 

The president said: “Saudi 

Arabia undertook last year to 
develop the Egyptian armed 
forces over the coming five 
years without Egypt’s paying a 
penny.” 

He was replying to one heck- 
ler who accused the president 
of departing from the policies 
of the late President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser. 

The heckler singled out In 
particular President Sadat’s 
open door policy to the west 
for attack. 

The president ’ replied that 
during Nasser’s last visit to 
Moscow in 1970 the Soviet 
Union had told him It would 
in future sell weapons to 
Egypt only for cash. 

Egypt turned to Libya and 
other Arab countries for 20 
million Egyptian pounds (same 
sterling) help, he said. Libya 
promised ten million but never 
paid while Kuwait donated five 
million. 

How could this be compar- 
ed to the Saudi Arabian pled- 
ge, he asked. 

President Sadat did not give 
any details on the Saudi arras 
aid. 


The president has in toe past 
said that Saudi Arabia has hel- 
ped Egypt buy arms but today 
was the first time he announc- 
ed that the country had com- 
mitted itself to a major arms 
development scheme for Egypt 
at no cost. 

During the speech, which la- 
sted more than three hours. 
President Sadat also lashed out 
at rightwing Moslem extrem- 
ists and the left. 

Egypt has blamed "commun- 
ists” for bloody food riots last 
January which left about 80 
dead. Earlier this month an 
ultra-conservative Moslem sect 
kidnapped and later murdered 
a former Egyptian cabinet mi- 
nister. 

Observers could not recall a 
time when President Sadat had 
come under such persistent he- 
ckling and criticism as today. 

One of his mam critics was 
an independent Member of Par- 
liament, Kama! Ahmad, who 
describes himself as a "Nasse- 
rite". 

He said President Sadat’s po- 
licies differed from Nasser's 
and that the open door policy 
had encouraged consumption. 
It had not increased production 
and it had not helped fanners 
and workers, he charged. 

He said the open door po- 
licy had led to the emergence 
of “new forces” which were 
trying to bring back the politi- 
cal parties and the social con-, 
ditions existing before the 
1952 revolution. 

_ Nasser led the 1952 revolu- 
tion which overthrew the mo- 
narchy and led to the banning 
of all political parties. Egypt 
celebrates the 25th anniversary 
of the revolution next Satur- 
day. 

President Sadat revealed for 
the first time the Egyptian ver- 
sion of What happened in Mo- 
scow during talks last month 
between Egyptian Foreign Mi- 
nister Ismail Fahmi and his So- 
viet counterpart Andrei Gro- 
myko. 

He said the Soviet Union as- 
ked Egypt to sign a political 
agreement and abolish existing 
arms contracts. It also said 


Egypt would in future have to 
pay in hand currency for wea- 
pons and spares. 

President Sadat also -aid 
Moscow presented Egypt v/ith 
two veiled ultimatums : 

— that the Soviet Union must 
not be excluded from a-y 
Middle East Peace settle- 
ment. 

— fhat the Soviet Union would 
back Ethiopia which it said 
Sudan was Dimming to at- 
tack. 

President Sadat said Mr. Fah- 
mi replied that nobody ptaersd 
to exclude toe Soviet Union 
from a peace settlement - - the 
Soviet Union is co-chairman 
with the United States of the 
Geneva Peace Conference. 

On the second point, Mr. 
Fahmi replied that Egypt would 

throw "all its forces" behind 
the Sudan if Sudan was attack- 
ed. 

President Sadat also reveal- 
ed that China hzd suppltzz. 
Egypt with further “very im- 
portant” military spare parts 
free of charge. He gave no de- 
tails. He said the gift was an 
example of toe good relations 
Egypt had with communist co- 
untries. 

Egypt has already announced 
that China gave it spares for 
its Soviet-buiit MIG-22 figh- 
ters. 

President Sadat reiterated 
that he wanted normal re’~- 
tions with the Soviet Union 
"but I do not accept a new tre- 
aty with the Soviet Union. We 
want our relations to return 
to toe natural course under the 
principle that there is no spe- 
cial status for any force in this 
country.” 

President Sadat said he wo- 
uld take a firm stand against 
Egyptian marxists and extre- 
me rightists including the ex- 
treme Moslem Society knovm 
as Takfir Wal Hijira -- Socie- 
ty. for Repentance and Flight 
ftbm Sin -- which recently 
kidnapped and murdered form- 
er Minister of Religious Endow- 
ments Mohammed Hussein Zc- 
habL

In spite of government aid 

Many owners of looted New York shops refuse to reopen 


NEW YORK, July 16 (R). — 
Owners of many shops looted 
during New York’s power bla- 
ckout say they will not reopen 
in spite of offers of aid from 
the government in Wellington. 

If they cany out their thr- 
eat - - which is on fear 

«nri economic ruin -- life will 
be even harder and bleaker in 
the slum districts where most 
looting occurred. 

An estimated 2,000 shops 
were destroyed in the violence 
that began only moments af- 
ter the lights went out on Wed- 
nesday nigh*- The blackout la- 
sted 26 hours. 

Businessmen like Gary Apf- 
el, the owner of a menswear 
shop on 125th street hi Harlem, 
said they were reopening only 
to settle with creditors. His 
shop was stripped not only of 
clothing but also of its mann- 
equins. 

The prospect of obtaining 
cheap long-term loans from 
the Federal Government’s Sn- 
ail Business Administration 
(SBA) failed to lift .the gloom 
of many shopkeepers who saw 
their business wrecked. 

The SBA Friday conferred 


disaster area status on the 
affected area at the request of 
State Governor Hugh Carey. 

This makes owners of loo- 
ted and fire-damaged shops eli- 
gible for low interest loans of 
up to $500,000. 

When Mayor Abraham Bea- 
nie toured looted and burned 
areas of the city Friday he ran 
into a hostile chant of "jobs, 
jobs, jobs.” 

The mayor emerged from a 
bus in the Bedford-Styvesant 
sector of Brooklyn, one of the 
areas most severely scarred 
by toe big power blackout 

"How about some jobs, ma- 
yor,” chanted one youth. *Tf 
tbere’d been jobs, this would- 
n’t have happened, we wouldn't 
have to steal." 

“After the stealing, then the 
bloodshed,” a black man yelled 
as Mayor Beame stopped in fr- 
ont of the remains of what was 
once a discount shoe and clo- 
thing s to re . 

At one stop, Mayor Beame 
cried to explain to a store ow- 
ner the various government lo- 
an and recovery plans open to 
fftyll businessmen hurt by toe 
looting. But Stanley SchaJet 


who operated the Nice and 
Pretty Women's Clothing St- 
ore for nearly 10 years, could 
not be consoled. 

"The police didn't try to stop 
the looters,” Mr. Schalet said 
bitterly. "They took everything. 
Do you think anyone would 
want to come back here? No 
way." Mr. Schalet, who said 
he had little property insuran- 
ce, estimated the clothing loss 
at S20.0Q0 and his store fixtu- 
res were virtually destroyed. 

"So a few poor businessmen 
got messed up,” a young man 
yelled at the mayor. “There’s 
no jobs here. You should co- 
me up here more often, not 
when there's a disaster, but 
when there’s no jobs and no 
food.”' 

Meanwhile the justice system 
■was in chaos as bleary-eyed 
judges and lawyers dealt with 
the largest mass arrest of cri- 
minal suspects in the city’s 
history. 

Some 14 courtrooms were 
working around the clock until 
late yesterday as Judges, pro- 
secutors and lawyers faced ca- 
ses of 3,500 people arrested 
during the disorders. 


About 200 of the 700 people 
arrested in Manhattan have 
been charged in criminal court. 
Many defendants appeared in 
court bloody, without shirts or 
with ripped clothes. Some of 
the plainclothes policemen 
who laid the charges were in 
a similar condition. 

In one room people were pl- 
eading with clerks for inform- 
ation about relatives. In ano- 
-ther room those who wanted to 
file a criminal complaint - - bo- 
th police and civilians - - wait- 
ed hours to fill out form des- 
cribing the damage suffered. 

The formalities took place 
under a sign reading "no one 
would dare bomb this place 
and end this confusion.” 

Outside, friends and relati- 
ves shouted messages to defen- 
dants held in detention pens 
located in a section of the cri- 
minal court building. 

These became so crowded at 
times that 30 men would be 
housed in a four by four met- 
re cell with a single toilet that 
often was not working. 

Not all those charged were 
looters. Firemen in the Bronx 
arrested two men on charges 


of burning their own store so 
they could file a fraudulent in- 
surance claim. 

One store owner said that 
several merchants in Brooklyn 
set fire to their own shops du- 
ring the height of the disorders 
early on Thursday because it 
was easier to get fire than theft 
coverage in poorer neighbour- 
hoods. 

Federal, state and city auth- 
orities as well as the Consoli- 
dated Edison (Con Ed) comp- 
any, which supplies New York 
city’s power, have begun inves- 
tigations to determine what 
■ went wrong and who was to 
blame for the failure. 

The breakdown was set oft 
by lightning north of the city 
and left nine million' people 
without electricity.- 

The lightning, which Con Ed 
said was an "act of god” that 
could not be foreseen, does not 
disturb authorities as much as 
the failure of a backup system 
to function properly. 

As toe Wall Street Journal 
put it "... toe question is 
why Con Ed let itself become 
hostage to God in sO unseemly 
a fashion.” 


Panmunjom, July 16 (R). ~ A 
U.S. army flier -- sole survivor 
from a helicopter shot down 
in north Korea on Thursday - - 
walked shakily back to freed- 
om at this truce village in toe 
demilitarised zone tonight. 

Crude wooden coffins conta- 
ining the bodies of his three 
dead comrades were also rele- 
ased by the North Koreans to 
the American-led United Nati- 
ons command. 

The return was arranged in 
five hours of business-like me- 
etings between the two sides , 

The U.S. expressed its reg- 
rets that the unarmed CH-47 
Chinook cargo helicopter stra- 
yed into the north. The North 
Koreans declared that they did 
not want a "complicated sit- 
uation” to arise. 

North Koreans refused to 
send back the wreckage of the 
helicopter, saying it might be 
used for propaganda purposes. 

But there was none of the 
bitter argument which has ma- 
rked most meetings in Panm- 
unjom since the 1953 armistice 
which ended the Korean war. 

The speedy end of the heli- 
copter episode could foresha- 
dow an improvement in frigid 
relations between the U.S. and 
North Korea, particularly as 
President Carter wants to with- 


draw U.S. ground combat tr- 
oops from the divided penin- 
sula. 

Tonight, a North Korean ar- 
my lorry brought three rough 
pine coffins to the Panmunjom 
joint security area, where they 
were carried across the dem- 
arcation line by officers of six 
countries represented in the 
United Nations command -- 
Britain, Canada, Australia, Th- 
ailand, the Philippines and So- 
uth Korea. 

Chief warrant officer Glean 
M. Schwanke 28, then wal- 
ked without assistance from a 
North Korean building to the 
South Korean side of the tru- 
ce village. 

Medical examination of Sch- 
wanke later showed that “wo- 
unds” which, as reported by 
North Korea, were mild cuts 
and a. black eye. A U.S. spo- 
kesman said Schwanke’s psy- 
chological condition was <a per- 
' fectly fine.” 

The brisk atmosphere of the 
arrangements today was set 
when the senior armistice de- 
legates met North Korean Maj. 
Gen. Han ju-Kyong told R- 
Adm. Warren Hamm no con- 
dfttons are applicable to their 
return. 

“All your side has to do is 
write a receipt for the delivery 


of the crew and the bodies.” 

Gen. Han said that since 
the United States had said the 
intrusion into the north was 
unintentional, "we are going 
to settle it leniently so that o 
complicated situation will not 
develop.” 

The senirr delegates left the- 
ir sec re tones, Col. Terrance 

McClain and Col. Choi won- 
Chul to work out the details. 

The final return was held up 
for half an hour, because the 
-receipt, drafted by the U.S.. 
referred to a “military aircraft” 
and Col. Choi asked that it be 
retyped to read "helicopter" 
instead.

A UJ4. command spokesnar. 
described the North Korean 
stance as “very mild and very 
low-key" while Adm. Hamm, 
later said the prompt hando- 
ver was encouraging.

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Virtue of pragmatism 

President Sadat was in for an unprecedented hot 
time when he announced during his address to the 
Arab Socialist Union that Saudi Arabia was going to 
foot the bill for the development of Egypt’s armed 
forces over the coming five years. 

Hecklers questioned the dependability of Saudi 
Arabia as a steady source of funds and the wisdom 
of leaning even further in the direction of the West. 

Yet there is virtue in consistency, and Mr. Sadat 

cannot turn around in midstream. He sees an advan- 
tage and is pursuing it. 

In fact, assuming that the Saudis live up to their 
commitment, varying Egypt’s sources of arms --a 
policy Mr. Sadat will no doubt continue to pursue 
with Saudi backing -- cannot possibly develop the 
country’s armed forces to the level 4>f sophistication 
required for a confrontation with Israel. On the other 
hand, Egypt can, at a lower cost, develop into the 
foremost military power on the African continent, 
which is not something to be sneered at by any 
means. President Sadat is trying to extract the great- 
est possible strategic importance from his armed 
forces. 

As Mr. Sadat saw it some time ago, Soviet arms 
would not bring about a return of the occupied Arab 
(including Egyptian) territories, while American diplo- 
macy could. So out went the Russians. Partly as a 
consequence, alliances in northeast Africa shifted. 
Meanwhile the supply of the most up to date Soviet 
arms dried up, although other weapons still trickled 

in. 

Mr. Sadat saw that with the new realignment, a 
strong army would be an incalculable asset. With the 
growing strategic importance of the Horn of Africa 
and growing Soviet dependence on Ethiopia, Mr. 
Sadat saw that the times had changed, and Egypt’s 
strategic interests with them. The Soviet Union’s 
conditions for resuming the supply of sophisticated 
military hardware included a demand that Egypt use 
its alliance with the Sudan not against Ethiopia but to 
help bolster the regime in Addis Ababa. President 
Sadat had meanwhile reached an understanding with 
Saudi Arabia and Sudan to play an entirely different 

strategic role in the area. He was not about to throw 
away his newly gained trump card. 

President Sadat's decision to accept Saudi financ- 
ing for Egypt's army was a well considered move. 
It will give the Saudis more influence in Egypt - - and 
more reason to keep the money flowing in - - while it 
gives Egypt more influence in Africa. Pragmatism has 
its virtues.

Israel: Insight does not dis- 
cuss the “well-known case of 
Zuheir Wasef Zaki Amira" 
who. it says, admitted, killing a 
policeman but was neverthe- 
less acquitted fay the military 
court in Hebron “solely on ihe 
ground that there was no cor- 
roborative evidence.'* Israel 
adds that "after being kept in 
administrative detention " Ami- 
ra was "released to Jordan" 
last week. 

Insight: We did not mention 
Amira, but since Israel has, 
these are the facts, rather at 
odds with Israel's version. 
Amira was arrested on Feb. 
21, 1971 and tried -- at Nab- 
lus, not Hebron --on May 
28, 1972. In the intervening 15 
months, Amira claims, he was 
tortured mainly through fala- 
ga (beating on the feet). He 
confessed to two charges: pos- 
sessing two bombs and the 
murder of a policeman. (He 
now says he was guilty of 
the bomb charge, but not of 
the murder.) 

He was given a three-year 
sentence for the bombs, and 
the real reason he was acqu- 
itted of the murder was that 
others tried with him confes- 
sed to it themselves but ex- 
onerated him. They got life 
sentences, and the court did 
not inquire how, in that case, 
Amira had been induced to 
make a false confession. Af- 
ter his sentence, Amira was 
still held as a detainee and 
deported on June 26 this year. 

Confirming spikes 

in the floor? 

GHASSAN HARR. In sec- 
tion Three, the story of Ghas- 
san Harb, Insight dealt : with 
the case of a Palestinian Com- 
munist intellectual detained 
without trial from April 1974 
to last January. We recounted 
his allegations of torture at 
an unknown interrogation 
centre jocularly called “the 
Palace of the End." We de- 
monstrated that four others 
apparently at the same centre 
gave corroborative accounts 
of what happened, and we 
considered whether they could 
have colluded. 'Taking the 
evidence as a whole,” we said, 
"we conclude that it amounts 
at least to a strong prima 
fade case...." 

Israel: Insight's article con- 
cealed the West Bank Commu- 
nist Party’s part in "physical 
and brutal terror.” 

iwgjghfe On the contrary. 


we devoted five paragraphs to 
the party's alliance with the 
PLO. We pointed out, how- 
ever. that none of the five 
witnesses in this section was 
ever charged with any offence. 
We then added: "That does 
not of course prove that none 
had committed an offence.” 
But the issue, we said, was: 
“Even if Harb and his com- 
rades were guilty, how were 
they treated....?’* 

Israel: "The fact, for instan- 
ce, that prisoners were ct 
such-and-such a prison togeth- 
er and both 'describe it, is in- 
deed evidence, but it is eviden- 
ce as to facts that are not in 
question .” 

insight: This appears to ad- 
mit a crucial part of our wit- 
nesses' testimony. The only 
time we compared descriptions 
in that way was in the case 
of the interrogation centre 
where Harb and his compat- 
riots, among others, were ta- 
ken. We did it because they 
were held separately, not “to- 
gether”. and it was not a “pri- 
son'* but a secret interroga- 
tion camp. And the key point 
on which they all agreed was 
to assert the existence of a 
tiny cell - - a “frigidaire" - - 
with concrete spikes set into 
the floor. Israel thus appears 
to concede the point that pri- 
soners were held in these con- 
ditions. 

Israel: Harb suffered from 
piles and his wife called him 
"a sick person." 

Insight: Israel is unwise to 
raise this point. Harb was in- 
deed due to have an opera- 
tion for piles, but was arres- 
ted three days before his ap- 
pointment. Despite repeated 
requests by, among others, the 
International Red Cross. Isra- 
el then refused to operate. The 
surgeon who did at last ope- 
rate on Harb after his release 
33 months later told us that 
the operation was long over- 
due. So much for the doc- 
tors attached to the Israeli 
security forces. 

As to Harb’s wife, we think 
that she exaggerated his state 
after interrogation, and we 
quoted a witness to that ef- 
fect: “He didn’t seem as bad 
as I had heard...." We also 
think that, for equally under- 
standable reasons, she exagge- 
rated his illness on arrest. He 
was, in fact, an active man. 
holding down a responsible 
job. 

Israel: "A formidable list of 
medical certificates" of Harb’s 
examinations in custody "dis- 


prove the allegations." "No at- 
tempt to bring ar.y convicting 
medical report was mad*’.” 
And Herb did not comr ,, ~ ! n 
torture to the doctors. 

Insight: How could Harb 
provide conflicting medics' 
evidence? Ke was in Israel 
custody, out of reach of inde- 
pendent doctors. Tne most 
nearly independent witnesses - - 
the two men we cited who 
visited Harb in prison - - both 
though: he had been ill-treated. 
Israel, we note, does not chal- 
lenge our demonstration that 
its ambassador to the United 
Nations publicly gave an un- 
true account of those men's 
findings. 

Harb did in fact complain 
of torture at the time. He 
made a formal complaint to 
the International Red Cross - - 
a copy of which the Red Cross 
sent to the Israeli military au- 
thorities in the usual way. 

As for the medical exami- 
nations - - Israel cites six, but 
two were dental -- it is clear 
from their dates that three 
came before Harb's interroga- 
tion. The only relevant exa- 
mination was on July 4, 1974, 
18 days after the end of his 
intensive interrogation and that 
came about because two days 
before, dd July 2. Harbs law- 
yer Felicia Longer had claim- 
ed to see bruises on him and 
others and demanded an inq- 
uiry- (See her letter on this 
page-) 

In our article we quoted 
Harb's allegation that the July 
4 examination was in fact 
“perfunctory." And not even 
the Supreme Court -- whose 
handling of the case was cri- 
ticised - - found that Harb had 
no injuries. In a curious phr- 
ase, the court found no signs 
of “intentionally inflicted in- 
juries" -- which taken literally 
can only mean that, sitting in 
camera, the court chose to be- 
lieve the authorities’ account 
of how Harb came by the in- 
juries that were recorded. 

THE CENTRES. In our Sec- 
tion Four. Where Does It Hap- 
pen, we tried to locate this 
mysterious 'Palace of the End’. 
We concluded that it was pro- 
bably at Sarafand outside Tel 
Aviv but added: "There is 
some evidence too that, at 
least for a time, there was 
a second such (interrogation) 
camp somewhere near Gaza." 

Israel makes no comment. 

Insight: Israel last week ad- 
mitted to Reuters that there 
indeed was an interrogation 
centre in Gaza. It would not 


Section Five. Limits on the 
Red Cross, we detailed, at 
length, the problems and rest- 
rictions that the Israeli autho- 
rities put in the way of the 
Red Cross.

The Sunday 
Times defines what assurances 
Israel now has to give in con- 
nection with the Red Cross 
iu allay concern. 

Odeh: A confusion 
of identity 

THE COMPOUND. In our 
Section Six - - An Assertion 
of Power - -we dealt with the 
Russian Compound in Jerusa- 
lem. We cited interlocking evi- 
dence from several witnesses 
that one young “troublemak- 
er" had been beaten there, and 
possibly given electric shocks. 
We then recounted the testi- 
mony of Josef Odeh. who cla- 
imed that his daughter. Ras- 
mieh, was viciously sexually 
assaulted in front of him. 

Israel : maiics no comment 
on the account of the "trouble- 
maker." It says of Odell's tes- 
timony: ‘The article fails to 
point ' out thr* (Josef) Odeh 
himself was tried /or partici- 
pating in the bomb outrages, 
found guilty fay the court after 
hearing of evidence and wit- 
nesses and sentenced to life 
imprisonmnt." 

Insight: Not true. Odeh was. 
as we said, released after 20 
days’ interrogation. The Isra- 
eli embassy in London admit- 
ted last week that its govern- 
ment bad confused him with 
another man. 

Israel: The Russian Compo- 
und is merely “the Jerusalem 
local police station." Israel dis- 
putes the trivial point that dri- 
ving licences and identity cards 
are issued there; but says that 
lost property is collected in 
one o/ the "barracks" we men- 
tioned 

Insight: The local police sta- 
tion is only one building in 
the compound. The barracks, 
as we said, house military and 
civilian intelligence agencies. 
On the trivia, we are right on 
identity cards, wrong on driv- 
ing licences, but the Israelis 
are wrong about the lost pro- 
perty office, which shifted its 
site from the barracks to ano- 
ther building in the compound 
two years ago. 

AHMED DAHDOUL. In our 
Section Seven - - Israel's UN 
explanation --we tackled the 
question of how convincingly 
Israel had dealt with previous 
allegations of ill-treatment or

The lawyers reply 


FOR ALMOST ten years I 
have been complaining ' m the 
names of my Arab clients 
about ill-treatment and torture 
in various interrogation cent- 
res. My clients are sometimes 
held incommunicado for more 
than two months, and only 
after receiving a special order 
from the High Court of Jus- 
tice in Jerusalem can I sec 
them. . 

Among hundreds whose 
names and details I have are 
Ghassan Harb. Mohammad Abu 
Ghabvr, Jamal Freitah. Kajao- 
un Abdul Haq and Husm Had- 
dad. I saw wounds on the bo- 
dies of my clients on July 2, 
1974 in Yagur Prison. I asked 
for an immediate medical exa- 
mination. The examination was 
not done until a considerable 
time later, after the marks and 
wounds wfcre healed. 

The two police officers who 
were assigned by Police Mi- 
nister Hillel to investigate our 
complaints were hostile and 
biased. One of them told me 
that he believed that the wo- 
unds were inflicted by my cli- 
ents with their own hands. 

I submitted these facts to 
the High Court, but in vain. 
The result of the investigation 
was a complete acquittal of 
those accused of torturing my / 


ents. 

All my other complaints 
ere have been hundreds - - 
ve been described by the 
lice as baseless, or as pre- 
cis of oriental fantasy. Be- 
use of our experiences l 
ive in some cases abandoned 
implaints to the police: 1 have 


not proceeded with my comp- 
laint about torture in the file 
598/76, mentioned in the Is- 
raeli statement. The case is 
that of Jamil Abu Ghabyr (In- 
sight report, June 19. page 20), 
who is unwilling to be ques- 
tioned on his allegation of tor- 
ture by the colleagues of those 
interrogators he is accusing. 

The only reaction to roy al- 
legations has been the recent 
revocation of my licence to 
appear in court martials and 
some other courts in Israel if 
the minister of defence deci- 
des that a certain trial is sec-

THE PRACTICE In the occu- 
pied territories is not to al- 
low lawyers or Red Cross rep- 
resentatives ac ce ss to prison- 
ers until after 18 days, which 
usually means until after the 
interrogation, is over and the 
marks of Ql-treatment have 
had time to fade. 

In Jerusalem lawyers are 
allowed to see clients whili* 
they are under interrogation 
but only to obtain power oi 
attorney to writing. They an- 
accompanied by interrogators 
and are not allowed to talk 
to their clients. 

I am named in the embassy 
statement as one of the bu- 
yers who claims that ever. 

1 client of mine who makes a 
statement to police' does so 
under pressure. This is not so. 
In many cases ! and other 
lawyers do not claim torture 
has been used even though our 
clients have complained of it 
-- because we are afraid it 
might be worse for the client. 

Only after I have warned 
the client that there is tm 
chance of winning the “small 
trial” to check his confession 
and that this could expose 
him to severer punishment, 
and only if he stUI wants to 
complain of being tortured 
despite this, do I bring it up 
in court 

One of the mitigating cir- 
cumstances affecting punish- 
ment is that the defendant “co- 
operated with the faterrocafo- 
rs." This Is whv. though law- 
yers are sure their clients have 
been ill-treated, they have to 
change their tactics after los- 
ing the "small trial.” In the 
last stage of pleadinc before 
sentence, thev point out that 
as the court ruled that thp 
accused "co-onerated” wl»h his 
interrogator, this should be in 
his favour. 

Israeli prisons are not open 
to lawyers’ Inspection. When 
we are allowed to see our cli- 
ents after they have been in- 
terrogated the meeting takes 
place In a special “lawyers* ro- 
om,” we do not have access 
to the cells • or to interroga- 
. tton centres. I have never .vis- 
ited Sarafand, which is not 
mentioned in the embassy’s 
reply. 

The Israeli statement intro- 
duces what it calls the “fa- 
mous” case of Khaled Zawawi 
In an attempt to show that 
when I alleged that a confes- 
sion had been obtained by he- 
ating him on the head I had 
forgotten that I bad earlier 
pleaded for leruency for him 
because'Tie had "a long his- 
tory of chronic thrombosis. 

This Is a distortiem of the 
facts. I first met Mr. Zawawi 
in May 1975, two months af- 
ter his arrest At his trial I 
produced a medical report sh-

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Jordanian dailies Saturday 
were concerned with the visit 
of Israeli Prime Minister Mena- 
chem Begin to the USA and 
with the possible consequences 
of such a visit. 

AL RAT, in an editorial en- 
titled "Carter, Begin and hum- 
man rights," said that since 
President Carter has constant- 
ly been, concerned with the is- 
sue of human rights it is hoped 
that he would discuss with Mr. 
Begin the human rights of the 
Palestinians in occupied Pales- 
tine. 

The paper noted that the 
one time in which Mr. Begin 
talked about conflicting .world 
ideologies he tried to equate 
himself with President Carter 
as a defender of Western de- 
mocracy. He went as far as 
to call for the formation of a 
world front with a motto op- 
posed to that of “Labourers of 
the world unite.” This, while 
Mr. Begin considers it a purely 
internal problem the occupa- 
tion of land by force, the mas- 
sacres of Deir Yassin and the 
torture of Arabs political pri- 
soners. 

The paper concluded that if 
President Carter would discuss 
with Mr. Begin the human 
rights of the Arabs in occu- 
pied territories he would prove 
the seriousness of his moral 
Stand with regards to politics. 

AL DUSTOUR, In an edi- 
torial entitled “Why the silen- 
ce?", posed the question that 
why are the Arabs silent at a 
time when Israel is starting its 
“true" peace campaign as it 
calls It? 

Arab silence is surprising 
and cannot be justified, the 
paper said, if the Arabs rea- 
lise clearly what they want and 
what they can offer, and if 
they are determined to force 
Israel to withdraw completely 
from occupied territories In 
return for a peace according to 
U.N. resolutions? 

The paper added that Isra- 


eli mass media has, for the 
last few days, been talking 
about Mr. Begin’s peace plan 
to be suggested to President 
Carter. The paper described 
the plan as a “farce” and as 
an insult to the intelligence of 
President Carter, that of the 
Arabs and of the world. 

The paper questioned how 
could the Arabs remain silent 
when the Israeli Radio announ- 
ced that Mr. Begin's “peace" 
plan envisages diplomatic and 
trade relations with the 
Arabs in return for Israeli 
withdrawal from small porti- 
ons of occupied Sinai and the 
Golan Heights and In return 
for giving Jordan the partial 
administrative right of the 
West Bank while maintaining 
Israeli sovereignty and con- 
tinuing to establish settlements 
wherever Israel wishes on it? 

The paper said that Mr. 
Begin's "peace” plan is an at- 
tempt to gain time. The paper 
warned that the chance is 
great that Israel would dece- 
ive the world with its fake 
peace plan should the Arabs 
remain silent 

AL SHA*B said that the con- 
sequences of the Carter-Begin 
talks are going to affect the 
whole of the Middle East area. 
Either these talks would bring 
about a promise of peace and 
prosperity or they would be a 
warning of the continuation of 
an explosive conflict 

Peace efforts, the paper ad- 
ded, enter a crucial stage with 
the Carter-Begin talks because 
the Arabs have already defi- 
ned their stand and the Israelis 
would now have to do the 
same during these talks, while 
the American's efforts for 
establishing peace would be 
tested for seriousness.

Decree approves law on 
property for foreigners 

AMMAN (JNA). — A royal decree was Issued a ppr o v i ng an 
amended law d e al i ng with the rent and sale of immovable 1 
property to foreigners. 

The law gives any non-Jordanian who acquires immovable j 
property by inheritance the right to register it In his name 
without prior permission from the Cabinet He also has the 1 
right to transfer, sell or donate the property to any other per- 1 
son from among the inheritors of the deceased, whether the 
person is Jordanian or a foreigner. I 

The law further allows any foreigner who used to be a 
Jordanian citizen, Palestinian or Arab national to possess im- 
movable property in the Kingdom outside the municipal boun- 
daries to set up a tourist, industrial, housing or land reclame- : 
tion project. | 

In all these cases, the possession of immovable property 
will be subject to Cabinet approval upon recommendation by 
the minister of finance. 

JD 8.5m Aba Dhabi loan approved 
Another royal decree issued Saturday approved a loan 
agreement concluded between Jordan and the Abu Dhabi Fund 
for Arab Economic Development in April. 

The Abu Dhabi Fund will provide Jordan with a JD 8JS 
million loan to finance a project to boost phosphate production 
at Ai Hassa mine.

S. KOREA AGREES

Law of the Sea 
conference ends 


UNITED NATIONS, July 16 
(R). — The next session of the 
145-nation Law of the Sea 
conference will be crucial in 
preventing a free-for-all on the 
world’s oceans and the mine- 
ral-rich seabed, delegates said. 

The four-year-old conferen- 
ce ended its sixth session last 
night after eight weeks of ne- 
gotiations here and will recon- 
vene in Geneva on March 28 
next year. 

Delegates expressed satisfac- 
tion with the talks here report- 
ing that they had narrowed 
their differences on several to- 
uchy issues. 

But one committee officer 
said that unless members re- 
ached substantial agreement in 
Geneva next year the proposed 
convention on ocean rights mi- 
ght as well be scrapped. 

The extent of progress made 
at the sixth session will not 
be known publicly until a 


new consolidated negotiating 
text, still being drafted by 
conference officers is issued 
next week. 

Conference Chairman Hamil- 
ton Shirley Amerasinghe of 
Sri Lanka told delegates last 
night the text would be extre- 
mely important and vital to fu- 
ture deliberations. 

•*I think we are all agreed 
that a certain degree of prog- 
ress, substantial progress, was 
made during this session," he 
said. 

Third World diplomats attri- 
buted much of what they re- 
garded as the session’s succ- 
ess to a more flexible attitude 
by the Carter administration 
and its chief delegate, Mr. El- 
liot L. Richardson. 

Mr. Richardson said in a 
statement that the session here 
had “made very serious efforts 
to achieve reasonable agree- 
ment on the unresolved issues 


in the proposed Law of the 
Sea treaty." 

The conference was said to 
have reached a considerable 
measure of agreement between 
the industrialised maritime na- 
tions and the developing coun- 
tries on a system to control 
seabed mining operations. 

A proposed autonomous in- 
ternational seabed authority 
would supervise operations, 
both by its own mining com- 
panies and by private compan- 
ies as to restrict private and 
state mining unreasonably. 

Progress was also made on 
the question of navigation and 
overflight rights in the 200- 
mile exclusive economic zones 
claimed by almost all coastal 
states. 

Differing viewpoints were al- 
so reconciled on the territorial 
rights of Archipelagic states 
and the easing of restrictions 
on scientific marine research, 
diplomats said.

Saudi Arabia explores underground freshwater reservoirs

LONDON (LPS;. — A 
centuries into the past 
been commissioned by 
Saudi Arabian government in 
a bid to open up one of the 
most arid parts of the kingdom 
to agriculture. 

For years fisherman in the 
Gulf of Aden have been able 
.to toss a rope and bucket over 
the side of a vessel and draw 
up draughts of freshwater 
from the sea. Now the Saudi 
government has signed a con- 
tract worth 137 million Saudi 
Riyals (about £23 million) with 
a British company to explore 
the phenomenon. 

It will check on what are be- 
lieved to be large underground 
reserves of freshwater which 
have built up over the centu- 
ries beneath the sun parched 
eastern region of Saudi Ara- 
bia. The aim is to make the 
Umm er Radhuma area agricu- 
lturally viable. 

Natural reservoir 

The contract is between the 
Ministry of Agriculture and 
Water and Groundwater Deve- 
lopment Consultants a com- 
pany fonned by the land and 
water resources specialists of 
Hunting Technical Services, 
and consulting engineers Sir 
M. Macdonald and Partners. 

The task is to tap a table of 
freshwater which according to 
intial tests is trapped in a na- 
tural limestone reservoir beli- 
eved to cover an area of some 
350,000 square kms. 

The study will take 3J years 
and will involve more than 
Wl expatriate specialist staff 


besides a furL.«.r 50 or 60 in 
subcontract activities and some 
40 additional staff in support- 
ing administrative roles. 


Substantial quantities 


Mr. Richard Hugh Hunting 
said: ‘The existence of sub- 
surface water, what we call 
groundwater, is the key .to the 
development of this particular- 
ly arid area where rainfall is 
almost non-existent and where 
temperatures frequently soar 
past 40 degrees Centigrade. 

"Substantial quantities of 
water are known to be held in 
a thick belt of limestone 
called the Umm er Radhuma 
aquifer -- which underlies the 
region. 

"Determination of the quan- 
tity and quality of the water 
which can be extracted wiH be 
one of the main aspects of our 
studies." 


Examination of soils 


While the groundwater re- 
sources are being studied a 
land resource evaluation will 
be carried out. This will con- 
sider the properties of the so- 
ils, their ability to support ir- 
rigated agriculture and other 
relevant factors in an area in 
which agriculture has been co- 
nfined over the years to tradi- 
tional basic techniques around 
a number of isolated oases. 

The specialists will also 
make some examination of 
wildlife as well as of the mo- 
vements of the Bedouin and 
their use of the land.

DEAR MR. GOREN: 

Q.— I have trouble deciding 
what to do with this type of 
hand: *9xxxx "AKxx Oxx 

♦ xx. Partner opens the bid- 
ding with one club. Should I 
respond one heart, to show 
where my strength lies, or 
one spade, to show my 
length, and why?— G. H. An- 
derson. Newark. N.J. 

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 

A.— The eenera! principle is 
length before strength. It is 
more important to describe your 
distribution to partner than to 
tell him where your high cards 
are. 

When partner opens the bid- 
ding and you have fair values, 
you shouJd assume that you are 
going to play the hand since you 
have the balance of power. 
Therefore, it is incumbent upon 
you to search for the best spot. 
This is especially (rue when you 
hold the major suits. 

If you elect to respond one 
heart, you could easily miss a 
good 5-3 spade fit. To illustrate, 
assume partner had opened the 
bidding on: +AJx ’Txx .CKxx 

♦ AKxxx. He will rebid one no 
trump and now you can no longer 
show your spades— if you rebid 
two spades, that would be a 
reverse and forcing to game. So 
you would have to pass one no 
trump, a contract which could go 
down when you have some play 
for four spades. 

Now let us consider your- 
response if the heart and spade 
suits were reversed. If you 
responded «nc spade, your 
stronger suit, and partner rebid 
one no trump, you would now be 
able to rebid a non forcing two 
hearts. However, that would risk 
a preference to two spades, and 
could result in your playing a 4-3 
or 4-2 fit instead of a 5-3 fit! Bui if 
you respond one heart, partner 
can still bid one spade if he holds 
four cards there, so your chances 
of missing a 4-4 fit are negligible. 
If partner instead rebids one ’no 
trump, at least you know that 
you are unlikely to have missed 
an eight-card fit in either major 
suit, and you can pass one no 
trump with a greater degree of 
confidence.

SALISBURY, July 16 (AFP). — 
At least three Africans were 
hanged here this week but the 
Justice Ministry will only con- 
firm one, that of African Na- 
tional Council (ANC) official 
Robert Bhebe. 

Mr. Bhebe was convicted in 
the high court of recruiting gu- 
errillas for Mr. Joshua Nkomo’s 
Zambian-based army and lost 
his appeal his appeal against 
the death sentence. 

Secretary for Justice Mr. M. 
F. Garnett confirmed that Mr. 
Bhebe was hanged on Wednes- 
day. Two other blacks are also 
known to have been hanged 
at the same time. 


Mr. Garnett said hangings 
were not publicly confirmed 
"for humanitarian reasons". Re- 
latives of the condemned man 
often iived in remote tribal 
areas gnd the Justice Ministry 
did not want them to find out 
about the execution through 
the media, Mr. Garnett said. 

The United Nations and the 
International Red Cross were 
both asked to intervene in Mr. 
Bhebe’s execution but the mo- 
ves came too late. 

His relatives visited the Sa- 
lisbury prison on Wednesday 
to see him, but were told that 
he had already been executed.

Moscow’s press accuses Nimeiri of 
campaign against Soviet- African ties 


BEIRUT, July 16 (R). — Pre- 
sident Gamal Abdel Nasser 
win go down in history as the 
man who roused the Arab 
World from centuries of slum- 
ber under Ottoman and West- 
ern rule. 

.In the 25 years since the 
little-known army colonel over- 
threw the corrupt Egyptian 
monarchy no leader of com- 
parable status has emerged to 
speak for the 120 million Arabs 
scattered from the Atlantic to 
the Gulf. 

President Nasser’s rise to 
the leadership of Egypt and 
the Arab World was bom out 
of bitterness. 

The son of a poor postal 
official, he detested the cor- 
ruption that prevailed under 
the playboy King Farouk. As 
an army officer in the field he 
tasted the humiliation of de- 
feat by Jte Jews in 1948 when 
the stated Israel was created. 

He shared the Arab disillu- 
sionment with governments 
which put narrow sectional in- 
terests above the Arab cause. 
As he said in his memoirs 
“Philosophy of the Revolu- 
tion,” President Nasser sensed 
that “in the Arab circle there 
is a role searching for a hero.” 
In the words of a British 
writer, President Nasser also 
seemed to be a “revolutionary 
... searching for a platform.” 
He fitted himself for the ' 
Arab role and found his revo- 
lutionary platform in leading 
the revolution of 23 July, 
1952. 

-One of the first priorities 
he proclaimed was “the char- 
ter of freeing the slaves from 
their masters." 

Within two months he had 
issued an agrarian reform law 
which broke Egypt’s feudal 
totters. 

He gave not only land but 
also human dignity to the fel- 
lah -- the Egyptian peasant 
who since the days of the pha- 
raohs had a status no higher 
than that of the buffalo or 
donkey which shared his hut 
of mud or straw. 

Another aim, to end 70 yea- 
rs of British military presence 
in Egypt was achieved within 
two years. 

President Nasser had wider 
ambitions for Egypt 
Three events in 1955 reali- 
sed these ambitions. President 
Nasser thwarted Western at- 
tempts to lock the Arab World 
into an anti-communi st al li- 
anee by bringing the. crowds 
Into the streets of half-a-do- 
zen Arab capitals to oppose 
■the British-led Baehdad Part. 

He broke the Western mili- 
tary monopofv In the Middle 
East --and thrilled the Arab 
masses -- by concluding the 
first Arab arms deal with the 
Communist Bloc. 

He clinched his place In the 
world sootlieht bv iobitne the 
ouadnimvirate who dominated 
the Bandime Afro-Arian Con- 
ference with Mr. Chou En-lai. 
Premier Nehru, and President 
Tito.

The following year, 1956. 
crowned his career. The United 
States retracted an offer to 
help finance the Aswan Dam. 
President Nasser struck back 
by nationalising the Suez Ca- 
nal Company. 

The West was staggered, 
the Arabs enthralled. One Arab 
United Nations official told me 
after hearing President 
Nasser’s nationalisation broad- 
cast that he felt proud of be- 
ing an Arab for the first time 
since the humiliation of the 
1948 Arab-Israeii war. 

In the aftermath of nation- 
alisation Israel, Britain, and 
France invaded Egypt. Defea- 
ted militarily, President Nas- 
ser emerged the moral victor 
on a tide of worldwide sym- 
pathy. 

Suez brought the Arabs out 
on the streets in anti-Western 
demonstrations, put Western 
interests in the Middle East 
gravely at risk, and opened 
the door to Soviet influence. 

But President Nasser’s sure- 
ness of touch seemed desert- 
ing him. In 1958 he was hust- 
led by Syrian pressure into an 
emotional but Inadequately 
prepared union with Syria. Hu- 
ndreds of thousands of people 
gave him an hysterical wel- 
come to Damascus. Within four 
years the union had collapsed 
in a welter of acrimony. 

President Nasser then took 
his country into a military ad- 
venture in Yemen, where af- 
ter a coup in 1962 he backed 
the republican slde_ in a pro- 
tracted civil war with the Sa- 
udi-backed royalists. 

Critics and admirers of Pre- 
sident Nasser still differ on 
the merits of the Yemeni ad- 
venture. But there is no arg- 
ument about the disaster that 
struck President Nasser and 
the Arabs in 1967 when the 
Israelis seized the Sinai Pe- 
ninsula, the West Bank, and 


the Golan Heights. 

As the dimensions of the 
defeat emerged from the fog 
of misleading Arab propagan- 
da, President Nasser took full 
responsibility for the disaster. 
In an emotional television br- 
oadcast he offered his resig- 
nation. 

Millions of Arabs wept as 
they listened. Crowds roamed 
the streets of Arab capitals 
calling on President Nasser to 
stay. 

After two of mass de- 
monstrations President Nasser 
agreed to stay in office. But 
although he purged his mili- 
tary and political leadership 
his own stature was diminish- 
ed by defeat 

He began to re -arm for ano- 
ther war which he did not 
want to fight and at the same 
time accepted an American 
peace plan. His health began 
to toil. He was struck down 
by a heart attack at the age 
of 52, on 28 Sept., 1970, only 
hours after a summit confe- 
rence in Cairo in which he 
had successfully sought an end 
to the war in Jordan between 
the army and Palestinian gu- 
errillas. 

At news of bis death the 
streets of Cairo and other 
Arab capitals began filling 
with grief-stricken people. Pre- 
sident Nasser had become a 
father figure for many Arabs. 
Now they felt orphaned. 

A great leader had left the 
Middle East scene. But he be- 
queathed his country enormous 
problems - - liberation of Sinai, 
salvaging a tottering economy, 
and building a sound political 
system with real democratic 
freedoms. 

His achievement was uncha- 
llengeable, however. He had gi- 
ven his country an Influential 
position in the world. He had 
given the Egyptian worker and 
peasant human and economic

rights that could not be ta 
ken from them.. He had giver 
the Arabs back their dignity 
by inspiring them to resist fo- 
reign domination. 

How do contemporary Arabs 
assess President Nasser's ach- 
ievements and failures? 

Jordan’s Information Minister 
Adnan Abu Odeh told Reuters 
“Undoubtedly Nasser was a 
leader who was able to seize 
the hearts of the masses. But 
his problem lay in reco n c ilin g 
ideological abstractions with 
what is possible in politics ... 
Nasser's school of political 
thought needs great effort ... _ 
to develop into a realistic po- 
licy." 

Mr. Fawzi Kayali, Secreta- 
ry General of the Syrian Arab 
Socialist Union, built along the 
lines of the Egyptian organi- 
sation, described President 
Nasser as "not only a pioneer 
of the modern Arab nation 
but also a practical embodi- 
ment of its aspiration towards 
unity, socialism, and freedom.” 

A member of the Syrian 1<> 
adership of the ruling Ba&tli 
Party said: “The positive things 
and national achievements 
which Nasser presented to 
Arab masses far exceed the 
negative sides with which bis 
rule is being connected.” 

Mr. Kama! Shatila, leader of 
the pro-Syrian Nasserite Uni- 
on of People’s Working Forces 
in Lebanon, said: "Nasser wa i 
able in less than a quarter oi 
a century to break the chains 
imposed on the Arabs for five 
centuries by the Ottomans and 
the West. 

“He was the symbol of Arab 
will, dignity and power and 
through him the people chall- 
enged those who imposed on 
us tyranny, partition and colo- 
nialism.” 

Dr. Ziad A1 Hafez, member 
of tbe leadership of the Inde- 
pendent Nasserite Movement 
(Muxabitoun), which played a 
key role in the Lebanese civfl 
war, told Reuters: “Nasser res- 
tored to the Arabs their pride 
and dignity and gave a mean- 
ing and content to Arab unity 
.... He broke the c hains of 
colonialism as tor as Arab li- 
beration was concerned and fo* 
ugfat colonialism in Arab coun- 
tries and in those of the Third 
World.” 

Speaking of President Nas- 
ser’s failures, Dr. Hafez said: 
"Nasser failed to achieve a 
comprehensive Arab unity be- 
cause of external conditions 
and tbe hostility of colonialism 
and Arab reactionary regim- 
es.” 

Former Moroccan Deputy 
Premier Abderrahim Bouabid, 
leader of the leftist Socialist 
Union of Popular Forces, said 
President Nasser "symbolised 
the Arab revolt against cor- 
rupt systems and foreign domi- 
nation, although it was a moral 
revolt without precise concep- 
ts."

MARMANDE, France July 
16 (R). — Police yesterday re- 
ported finding an abandoned 
car containing official files on 
the international guerrilla kno- 
wn as “Carlos". The driver ran 
away when police approached 
the West. German-registered 
car after an accident near this 
southwest town. Police said the 
vehicle contained Interpol files 
on a number of wanted men, 
including Carlos, who has been 
identified as a Venezuelan gu- 
errilla called Rich Ramirez 
Sanchez. 


MOSCOW, July 16 (R). — A 
Soviet journal yesterday accu- 
sed Sudanese President Jaator 
Nimeiri of engaging in a vic- 
ious propaganda camp ai g n de- 
signed to sow hostility between 
the Soviet Union and African 
countries. 

A commentary in the foreign 
affairs weekly, Za Rubezhom, 
cited allegations made by the 
Sudanese leader during this 
month's Organisation of Afri- 
can Unity (OAU) summit, at 
which he warned that “socia- 
list imperialism” was threaten- 
ing .to turn Africa into a vast 
arena of conflict. 

“Trying to pass black for 
white, presenting facts in a 
distorted and biased way. the 
Sudanese head of state went 
so far as to accuse the Soviet 
Union of conducting a neo-co- 
lonialist policy on tbe African 
continent,” it said. 

Za Rubezhom complained 
that Gen. Nimeiri also held 
forth, in an interview with an 
Abu Dhabi newspaper, about 


Moscow's alleged plans to split 
the Arab World through en- 
circlement, ideological penetra- 
tion and aggression. '* 

"There is dearly no need to 
argue about these inventions 
and others like them -- they 
are just too absurd.” it dec- 
lared. 

“The “vicious” campaign 
was also intended to “sow the 
seeds of distrust, animosity 
and even hostility” between 
black Africa and Moscow, it 
alleged. 

Gen. Nimeiri has described 
Soviet influence in Ethiopia as 
a serious threat to the region. 

The Soviet Communist Party 
newspaper Pr&vda said in a 
commentary today that "impe- 
rialists and reactionaries” are 


supporting the internal erso. 
ter-re volution and instfratinf 
Sudan to a military conflict 
with Ethiopia in die hope of 
strangling the Ethiopian revo- 
lution. 

The pravda article said that 
what was going on in and ar- 
ound Ethiopia was a “new Unk 
in the dangerous mariiSqin faM 
of imperialism and neo-cdont- 
alism in toe African continent, 
directed at undermining the 
sovereignty and nations! inde- 
pendence of developing Ma- 
tes.” 

But Pravda added that thk 
was “playing with fire and 
those who are doing it wifl 
bear grave responsibility to tin 
peoples of Africa and toe who- 
le world.”

London enjoys the 
‘hour of the Arabs”

LONDON, July 16 (AFP). — 
Europe's biggest mosque was 
inaugurated this week in a 
London which has become, sin- 
ce Beirut's destruction, the 
favourite summer residence of 
400,000 Arab tourists. 

Construction of the mosque, 
situated in Regents Park gar- 
dens opposite the United Sta- 
tes ambass ador's residence, 
has been impatiently awaited 
by the million Moslems settled 
in Britain. In the absence of a 
place of meditation, the Arab 
tourists have not hesitated to 
unroll their prayer rugs in the 
open streets or the paths in 
Hyde Park under the bemused 
eyes of Londoners. 

Britain’s capital city, which 
has just welcomed the econo- 
mic conference of the Europe- 
an-Islamic Council, is today 
without doubt Europe’s most 
fashionable capital for the 
Arab World. 

The crowned heads of the 
Arab World and the emirs 
from the Gulf have long cho- 
sen London as their place of 
retreat in Europe. Most of 
them own at least one house 
there. King Kh&led of Saudi 
Arabia, operated on in March 
in a London hospital for arthri- 
tis of the hip, has just bought 
a fabulous house for £1.9 mil- 
lion in north London's fashion- 
able residential area of Ham- 
pstead. 

Following its princes’ ex- 
ample, the Middle East’s bour- 
geousie, which used to spend 
its summers in Lebanon before 
the rivil war there, has for the 
last two years equally decided 
to settle on the hanks of the 
River Thames. 

Arab tourists have invaded 
Mayfair's elegant streets and 
those of South Kensington. The 
men wear their white robes, 
i the women stay veiled 
some even wearing leather 


Arabs has provided traders, 
estate agents and private clin- 
ics with a windfall of capital. 
Major shops have interpreters 
to welcome and guide tbe we- 
althy tourists who, according 
to British Tourist Office statis- 
tics, spend twice as much per 
head as tbe Americans and 
five times as much as the Fren- 
ch. 

In London's famous store, 
Ha mods, as in the other big 
Knightsbridge shops, toe “de- 
sert croesuses" as British new- 
spapers sometimes describe 
them, spend without counting. 
It is not unusual for the same 
famil y to buy goods worth se- 
veral thousand pounds in the 
same shop in a few hours. 

At car dealers handling the 
most prestigious makes, Arab 
clients are treated with utmost 
deference. No one can give a 
statistic now on the number of 
Rolls Royces which have left 
for toe Arab countries. 

The capital’s big luxury 
hotels, such as the Dorchester 
-- where ironically London’s 
Jewish community usually hol- 
ds its receptions -- have been 
taken over recently by Arab 
businessmen! 

Scarcely a week passes with- 
out seeing some major proper- 
ty deal with the Arabs. A few 
days ago, Middle Eastern busi- 
nessmen paid £3.5 million for 
luxury apartments opposite the 
celebrated Royal Albert Hall. 

For some unscrupulous Lon- 
doners the Arab “invasion" is 
a chance to get rich quickly. 
Hastily-furnished apartments 
are being rented at up to 
£400 a week, the mon- 
thly salary of. employees in 
middle-management levels he- 
re. Food shops In areas fre- 
quented by the Arabs have 
doubled their prices. The capi- 
tal's underworld Is also after 
a share of toe cake.
